Washington, AprU SB.— The house 

yesterday, in c6mmlttee of the whole, 

workeil on the legislative ap[>ro])riation8 
bill and disciis-,ed the civil service law. 

Mr. ( 'iiinmiiigs, of Now York, moved 
to increase the salarie'* of "cloik room" 
men from $(iUU to i^liO per year, aud this 
led to a lon^ diaoussion of the labor ques- 
tion. 

When the claUMrBpptapilslliigsrtMrtes 

for the civil service oommission was 

reached iMr. Ciiminings, of New York, 
made the point of order that it was not 
properly m tho bill. The comtnission 
WOM neither legislative, exeouiive nor 
judicial. 

Mr. Butterworth, of Ohio, called at- 
tention to the fact that the title of the 
bill included the words "and for other 
purposes." 

Mir. Cummings replied that the com- 
mission was for no purpose tit all. It 
should be named the great supervisory 
commission of the goveinment and 
turned loose u[>on llie land. Its usurpa- 
tions were getting to be monstrous. As 
conducted It had been a scandid to the 
government. Instead of conlining itself 
to the simple duties, as indicated by 
law, it came before congress in the bill 
as a legislative, executive or judicial in- 
stitution. The apparent ignorance of 
some of these commissioners had been 
largely displayed. What tliey lacked in 
uitelligtnce and experience, they made 
tn in arrogance and superciliousness. 
The insoleaoe ef effice was never better 
ex( inplided. The first commissioner 
gave more ungMmmatical sentences in 
his letters than were to be found in 
"English as she is spoke." 

Tl}e lack of knowledge of the board 
was lamentable.. Even ex-Governor' 
Thompson,' of South OaroUna, one of the 
ooinnuMdon> he said, had been obliged 
to make the hiimiHatiwg oonfesston that 
be did not know that the f 1,800 dark of 
tha oummiseion waa required by law to 
be a stenographer. Nor did Mr. Lyman, 
the president of tha oommission. Mr. 
Boosevelt, the brilliaBtand aocomphahed 
cowboy, knew something about It, but 
did nothing. Whenever caught in an 
illegal act the oommissioners made their 
ignorance their azeuse. They did not 
know where they cane from or where 
they were bound, ^ne ol them 
ooiUd box the^adb|^^^^ran (he 
'^iTTiieftdan piofSson WdlkU m al Tauh 
in characterising the oommisaion. 

Hr..Cummings' point of order was 
overruled. 

Mr. Dorsey, of Nebraska, moved to re- 
duce the number of oommissioners from 
three to one. He thought one enough 
to carry on this little bureau of the gov- 
ernment. 

Mr. Bninala, of New York, denounced 
the civil service law as an infamous im- 

ponition on the people, and a complete 
humbug in conflict with every principle 
upon which the government was 
founded. 

Mr. Dorsey's amendment was ruled 
out. 

Mr. Perkhia, of Kansas, offered an 

amendment exempting ex-soldieia ftotu 
the provisions of civil service law and said 
that hs'knew the people are not in sym- 
pathy Vvith it. More than this, he be- 
lieved the weakness of tlie present ad- 
ministration was in standing by that 
law, and if Demi>cratic success should 
come in the ne.\t election it will be be- 
cause the administration in power did 
not stand by the working Republicans 
rather than by its professions of civil 
Eerviee ici'orm. The amendment was 
ruled out. 

Mr. Honk, of Tennessee, moved to 
strike out the entire civil service clause. 

Mr. Biggs, of California, denounced 
the civil service law, coutending that 
an administration should have its friends 
in ollice. 

Mr. .AlcKinley, of Ohio, eamestiv op- 
posed the motion to strike out the ap- 
propriation. His only regret was that 
the appropriation committee did nut 
give to the civil service comnu^sion all 
tiie appropriati(m it asked, for the en- 
largement of civil service. If tlie Re- 
publican party of this country was 
pledged to one single thing more than 
another, it was the maintainence of the 
civil service law. It was not only ac- 
cording to the tenela of the Republican 
party, l>ut according to the best senti- 
ments of the Hepubbcan party Uirough- 
out the United .States. Now when the 
Republican party was in control of all 
the branches of the government, it was 
proposed to uirtually repeal this law, 
when for four years, during a l)emo- 
cratic administration, nobody on tha 
Republican side had the termerity to 
rise in his place and ask for the nullifi- 
cation uf the law. They thought it 
good enough for a Democratic adminis- 
tration, and he said to his Republican 
friends that it wiis good enough for a 
Republican administratiou. The Re- 
publican party niust take no backward 
step, riie merit system waa here and 
here to stay. 

Mr. lUitter>vorth endorsed what Mr. 
McKinley had said. Nothingsmacked of 
monaichial forms as much as the spoils 
system.

Farm- 
ers report the grooBd as breaking op 
lumpy and tou^h, with cracks and fis- 
sures, on the Burfdce before plowing, and 
many claim tbat a short drouth will put 
the plants set oat in such ground in poor 
condition, and if the wet weather con- 
tinaes or breaks out at intervals, plants 
are liable to scald and show other faul 
defects. 

"This belief is not in any w<iy excep- 
tloBal, bat is quite general, and many 
planters and nambers of paokert are 
hol<iiii« the 1"^^!) crop for the ioorease 
they anticipate later un when the season 
proves its aafavorableness for this year's 

erop. Many aigae that the very loni;

Something About Such Thorough- 
fltftt at Columbus, Okio. 
Their Ooat. 

The oUy of Detroit cent out a special 

committee some weeks since to investi- 
gate the subject of streets. The com- 
mittee visited Cleveland, Oolambos, 
Decatur aad other points and recommend 
brick streets very highly. They say: 

"lo Columbus the committee found 
tweaty-OBO miles of brick pavomeBti all 
of which bed been laid within the last 

six years. The residents claim that seven 
years ago this was one of the worst paved 
cities in the eonntry, and it impreesed 
the committee as being how one of the 
very best. The brick in principal nse is 
what ia known as the ** Halwood Block." 
It is made of a mica shale, ground to a 
fine flour, sifted, mi.xe(l with water, 
dressed, dried and thoroughly vitrified 
by burning. The block is a large one, 
taking forty-five to the square yard to 
sixty-five of the ordmary brick. The 
company that makes these brick have 
suflb confidence in their weariBB qual- 
ities that they proposed to the committee 
to lay them in Detroit for 12.50 persquare 
yard, with a ten years' gaaraatee on 
business streets and a twenty years' guar- 
antee on suburban streets. This pave- 
ment is laid on a fouadatioa of eight 
indies of broke stone, rolled with a ten- 
ton toiler, and two inches of sand for a 
cushion. The joints are filled with boil- 
ing pitch. The streets of Columbus are 
in excellent condition. No repairs what- 
ever have been made during the six 
years in which brick has been used. The 
resisting power of the brick was shown 
to good adv. intake b 'tween the street car 
tracks, where it was subjected to the 
greatest aad moat coBstaat wear. The 
price of paving bri( k in Columbas raagee 
from $2.25 to $2.50 per square yard, aad 
ineludee a foaadatioa of tea iBches of 

broken stone. 

" lu Decatur, III., the system of laying 
brick is entirely different, and the cost 
much lesethan in Columbus. The brick 
is of the ordinary eiz^, 2x4x8, and the 
sub-soil is clay. Four inches of sand is 
laid, then a fiat brick layer, then a 
cushion coat of two inches of sand, and 
then the wearing surface, which is of vlt» 
rified brick, laid on edge. There are 
eight miiee of this psvemeat there, and 
not more than $50 has been paid out for 
repairs in the five or six years it has 
been laid. The flret street was paved 
five years ago with the ordinary common 
band-made brick, and even this expected 
to last from two to three years, tbongh 
the material of which it ia laid is now 
di8car«le(i. The best pavement costs from 
$160 to $1.70 per square yard, with brick 
at 10 per thousand for selected aad $8 for 
the average run."

Captain Peter Boughnerdied yestt-rdiiy 
morning about 11 o'clock at the family 
residence on Second street, in the Webt 
End. Deceased bad been in feeble 
health the past year or two. About six 
weekt) ago lie wan taken Movs ii w ith hoiue- 
thing like dropsy, and on Tuesdity morn- 
ing he waa strlekon with paralysis. He 
sank steadily from that OB, pBiSing away 
at the boor named. 

Gaptaia Boagbner waa born at Augusta 
in December, ISi.'j His flrst bervice on 
the river was in 1841, with a Captain 
Fletcher. In 1846 or 1846 he was made 
pilot of the steamer Simon Kenton in the 
MaysviUe and Cincinnati trade. In 1849 
be bought the Daniel Boone, of the Cin- 
cinnati & Big Sandy Packet Company, 
with which company (now known as the 
White Collar Line) he was ('onnected 
until a few years ago. He served most of 
the time as pilot. 

For years he was one of the heat pilots 
in the service of the White Collar Line, 
and waa at the wheel of many new steam- 
ers on their initial trip. He hroii^ht out 
all the Bostunus constructed by the com- 
pany named. 

Captain B )ii>rhnerhad several thrillini; 
experiences liiirlntr his life. For a while 
(lurini; the war lie was in the service oi 

the Uovernment, piloting transports, 
convoys, Ac, In 1864 he and his brother, 

Ike, were at the wliei'l of the Bostona 
No. 3 when she made ttie run past Mays- 
viUe under fire from Pete Everett's com- 
mand. On Aui^iist .s, ISnC), the Bosfonn 
No. 3 was burned to the water's edi{e 
just after leaving the wharf here. Cap- 
tain n in;;hner was at the wheel when 
ttie aliiriu of fire waa ^;iveu and r.in the 
burning steamer on the bar below Aber- 
deen. He remained at his post of duty 
till the boat struck ground, and then 
succeeded in escaping safely to the shore. 
His heroic conduct on this occasion un- 
doubtedly saved many of the passengers 
from a liorrihle death. 

His wife and several children survive 
him. The funeral takee place this after- 
noon at 3 o'clock at the family residence.
